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ROOSEVELT WILL 
ANSWER CRITICISM 


To Publish Report of Officers 
Who Investizated Rigt. by 
Negro Troops, 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Roosevelt will answer those who are 
sharply criticizing him for dishonor- 
ably discharging three companies of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, comprising the 
negroes who participated in the riot at 
Brownsville, Tex. It has been decided 
to print and make public the report sub- 
mitted by Col. Bixby and Gen. Garling- 
ton. These will be combined in a pam- 
phiet which will be issued and matied 
to all those writing letters of disap- 
>rovai. 

Hundreds of letters are now being re- 
ceived at the White House and the 
War Department, condemning the Pres- 
ident for his action in dishonorably 
discharging an entire battalion for an 
offense committed by a few members. 
It is realized that the action has 
aroused a hornet’s nest and the defense 
is being arranged for the purpose of 
protecting the President. 

Col. Bixby Investigated. 

Col. Bixby made the first investiga- 
tion of the Brownsville riots. He went 
there almost immediately after the trou- 
ble occurred. He made a detailed re- 
port explaining all the condittons which 
existed at the time, and showing, it is 
said, that the negro troops were alto- 
‘gether to blame for the troubles which 
followed. He made no recommenda- 
tions in the matter, 

Gen. Garlington. who is also Inspec- 
tor-General of the army, was then 
designated by the President to not only 
visit Brownsville, but to make an in- 
vestigation at Fort Leavenworth. where 
the troops were removed from Brow~-s- 
ville. He submitted a report and made 
the recommendations upon which tne 
President based his action tn dismissing 
the thres companies.

SCHOOLS ARE DISCUSSED 





Piesident of Brown Says 
Church Control Should 
Be Relaxed, 


President W. H. P. Faunce of Brown 
University, Providence, R. I., address- 
ing the Baptist Congress at the Second 
Baptist Church, said: ‘‘“Educational par- 
alysis results when the iron hand of 
ecclesiastical control is at the helm.” 


He declared that denominational rule 
in Baptist schools cripples education 
from the fact that teachers are chosen, 
not for their fitness, but because they 


j happen to be professed Baptists. 


President Faunce said that most East- 
ern colleges and universities have long 
since left the formal and direct control 
of the denominations that founded them. 
He declared that it had been his ob- 
servation that boys coming as freshmen 
to Eastern schools from the so-called 
church schools, where they had been 
subjected to rigid sectarian control, 
went wrong more frequently than boys 
educated in non-sectarian schools. 

Earlier Wednesday evening, in an ad- 
dress on the same subject, President J. 
P. Greene of Willlam Jewell College, 
Liberty, Mo., had taken a’directly op- 
posite view. He contended that teach- 
ers, professors, students, buildings, in- 
deed everything connected with Baptist 
educational institutions should reflect 
the essleciastical control on the denomi- 
nation. 

Dr. Greene said that, were it in his 
power, he would require that the Pres- 
ident of the United States be a represen- 
tative Baptist. Some of his hearers in- 
terpreted the remark as a “‘feeler’’ for 
a Folk boom. It was well received.

INCREASE IN CANNED FOODS. 


Exports for 1906 Show $18,- 
000.000 Sales Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The !n- 
creasing use of ‘‘tinned’’ foods at home 


and abroad is made the subject of com- 
ment by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
based on the total exports for the fiscal 
year 1906, just ended. In that year the 
United States exported over $18,000,000 
worth of canned foods, which is an in- 
crease of 60 per cent over the exports of 
1896. More than a third of this trade 
was in canned beef, a sixth of the total 
was canned salmon, an eighth fruit. 
The other items included canned milk, 
pork, vegetables and caviar. 

The increasing demand is noticeable 
in the tropics and in the orient, al- 
though the United Kingdom is still by 
far the largest customer in all canned 
articles. 

In addition to the totals given, Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and Alaska together bought 
$1,250,000 worth of canned goods from the 
United States.

OIL CHEAP IN SUMMER 


Rates, He Says, Go Up in Win- 
ter, but He Doesn't 
Know Why. 


When General Manager Charles B. 
Ackert of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 
resumed the stand at the Southern 
Hotel Thursday morning in the Mis- 
souri Oil Trust hearing before Commis- 
sioner Anthony, under cross-examina- 
tion of. Attorney-General Hadley, he 
admitted that his company was fur- 
nished quotations in purchasing oil 
from Commercial Agent McNall of New 
York City. 

During the previous’ hearings it ‘had 
been developed that Commercial Agent 
McNall is purchasing representative of 
the Waters-Pierce company and is con- 
nected with the Standard Oil and has 
offices at 26 Broadway. 

Mr. Ackert stated that these quota- 
tions were regularly furnished, but 
that he did not know what the orices 
were until they were given to him by 
officers of the company. 


Mr. Ackert identified printed sched- 
ules of prices for the Waters-Pierce .Co. 
which were brought before the commis- 
sioner on a subpena duces tecum. 

These schedules were for the years 
1901, 1902, 1908, 1904, 1905. He stated that 
they were in vogue when he assumed 
the managershin in 1900. 

Special St. Louis Rates. 

The schedule for St. Louis, he said, 
was kept on record in the company’s 
office, because it was for one point, 
instead. of seventy or eighty, as 
throughout the State. 

In making up the schedule for the 
year, he stated, the company took the 
months of August and January and 
made up. the average from them. 
Prices were lower in summer on oil 
and gasoline than tn winter, but the 
witness said he could give no reason 
wee they ennuld be.

Convention, St. Louis gives a broader meaning to 
the word than mere hospitality, which, of course, 
the city tenders in the most generous measure, St. 
Louis welcomes the delegates to co-operation in a 
great public service not only to the people of the 
Mississippi Valley, whom they primarily represent, 
but.to the people of the entire United States. 
The benefits of the improvement of the waterways 
of the Mississippi Valley on a broad, thorough plan, 





for the promotion of which this convention has been 


called, will extend to every part of the United States, 
It will mean relief from the congestion of railway 
trattic. It will mean cheaper fre-ght rates on all the 
great staple agricultural products; on meats, miner- 
als and manufactured products, and hence better 
profits for producers and lower prices for consumers. : 
It will mean the development of fresh agricultural | 
lands, new mines, and the building of more manu- 


| facturing plants. The value of the utilizing of all the ) 


natural waterways in the Mississippi Valley cannot ' 
be estimated. It would spell prosperity in huge !et- 
ters. 


water transportation, our neglect of the natural 
waterways is amazing. So far trom constructing 
canals on an extensive scale, as France and Germany 
have done, we have failed to utilize the rivers with 
which nature has endowed the country. France and 
Germany have not only improved their natural 
waterways, but have added a network of canals, 
with results of inestimable benefit. It is full time 
that we awake to a realization of the consequences 
of our neglect and take steps to remedy it. 

Every dolicr expended in making the rivers navi- 


return tenfold. It has been estimateu that. the 
saving for one Year if water transportation were sub- 
stituted for railway transportation, would amount 
to $230,000,000. The saving in the cost of transpor- 
tation for one year would return every dollar ex- 
pended for the effective improvement of the rivers 
in the Mississippi Valley. The benefit of this saving 
would be reaped by the farmers, manufacturers and 
consumers. It would give a tremendous impetus to 
the industry and commerce of the country. 

But waterway improvement of the kind needed 
can only be accomplished on a' broad, systematic 
plan, upon which there is harmonious concentration 
and co-operation by the people of the Mississippi 
Valley. The plan in its entirety should embrace 
all the waterways which may be made navigable 
at reasonable cost. But all of this work cannot pe 
done at once. The work of prime importance is 
the improvement of the Mississippi River and its 
connection by a ship canal with une lakes. This is 
the central artery of the natural waterways system 
of the valley. If the Mississippi is not made navi- 
gable, the full benefits of the improvements put on 
its tributaries cannot be realized. The central and 
essential achievement, therefore, is the navigable 
stream from the lakes to the gulf. That should be 
assured, and other work made subsidiary until this 
great work is completed. 

We believe that the plan for improving the Mis- 
sissippi and opening the ship cana] should be pre- 
sented to Congress in its entirety, with work on other 
streams that may be regarded as immediately neces- 
sary, and that Congress should be asked to approve 
the plan in its entirety and provide for its complete 
accomplishment. The joining of the lakes on the 
north with the gulf on the south is scarcely less im- 
portant from a commercial standpoint than the join- 
ing of the Atlantic with the Pacific at Panama. It 
should be treated as a work of similar importance 
and magnitude. 

While many interests will be represented at. the 
convention, the delegates should realize the impor- 
tance of solidarity on the general plan of water- 
way improvement and of arriving at a harmonious | 
conclusion which will unite the people of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and will bring to their support the 
people of the country. Wise and harmonious action 
on the part of this convention will probably deter- 
mine the success of the general plan of waterways 
improvement.

Four Hundred State Officials

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The Pullman 
‘‘melon,’’ which was cut yesterday, re- 
veaied an amazing situation, even 
though it was known that the operation 


of this monopoly was enormously profit- 
able. ° : 

The ‘melon’ was served around to 
stockholders in the form of a _ stock 
dividend of 36 per cent, which amounted 
to $26,640,000. 

The stockholders were given the stock 
dividend representing the surplus at par, 
but as it is worth 261% so that the 
actual market of the ‘‘melon”’ is $69,663, - 
600. By addition of the stock dividend 
the capital of the company was raised 
from $74,000,000 to $100,000,000. 

The annual report shows that the 
company has been earning 15 per cent 
On its capital. Its assets are more than 
$101,000,000. 

The company started 40 years ago 
with a capital of $1,250,000. That rep- 
resents about all the real money ever 
paid in. By 1893 the capital through 
Stock dividends had reached $36,000,000. 
In 1890 a $26,000,000 “‘melon’”’ was given 
in stock and cash, pushing the capital 
to $64,000,000. In 1899 the Wagner Car 
Co. was taken over and the stock in- 
creased to $74,000,000. 


400 Given Life Passes. 


When the Wagner company was 
taken over, the Pullman company 
agreed to “pass for life or as long as 
they hold office’? some 400 persuns, in- 
Cluding judgés, senators, members of 
the New York Assembly, members of 
the House of Representatives, Tammany 
leaders and others who had favored the 
Wagner company in a political way. 

Many of these names are still on the 
list, a copy of which is in the posses- 
sion of Corporation Counsel J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis. Col. Lewis is trying to 
make the Pullman company pay the 
city $500,000 which he says it owes in 
taxes on its surplus and new stock. 

It developed that al] assessing bodies, 
(in all the states in which the company 
has large interests are first on the roll 
for Pullman passes. F. W. Upham 
chairman of the Board of Review of 
Cook County, a body which places final 
valuation on property, has a pass. Two 
months ago he refused to increase the 
Pullman taxes.

’ are the leading senators in Wash- 
ington, prominent members of the 
House and the men who shape legisla- 
tion in the various states. The Federal 
judiciary is largely represented.

Pullman Passes Not Illegal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, WN. Y., Nov. 15.—Nearly 


every member of the Senate and As- 
sembly of New York State, numbering 
200, ‘has been given an annual pass by 
the Pullman Palace Car Co. for several 
years, most of these officials use 
them regularly when traveling. The 
State constitution prohibits the accept- 
ance and use of railway passes. By a 
decision of an inferior court, which was 
never appealed, Pyjlman passes are not 
transportation pasS*®s within the mean- 
the constitution. For many years 
the Pullman company has maintained a 
lobby at Albany, whose mission it has 
been to prevent the enactment of hostile 
legislation, and to distribute its non- 
pass passes.

The residence of the sick woman at 
that time was the charmine Chateau 
des Avennes in Compeigne, rented from 
the Countess de L’Aigle. The surround- 
ings were a marvel of beauty, but Mrs. 
Strong was beyond the reach of their 
healing influence. When she returned 
to Cannes there was no change and 
death came slowly. 

On fine days her only pleasure was to 
lie for hours on the balcony, the balmy 
air and soft skies seeming to soothe and 
comfort her.

According to 
law the defendant in a first degree 
murder trial is entitled to a panel of 47 
men from which the jury is selected. 

At Wednesday's session of -the trial 
Attorney Jones, who is in charge of 
the prosecution for the State, announced 
that the State had decided to waive 
the death penalty and proceed on the 
theory of murder in the second degree. 

As a@ consequence 3% men were quali- 
fied for jurors Wednesday. At the 
opening of the morning session Thurs- 
day, Nolan raised the point that since 
Mrs. Arnold had been indicted on a 
first degree murder charge she was en- 
titled to a panel of 47 men. 

The point was overruled by Judge 


proceeded. 

First the counsel for the State struck 
off the names of 10 men on the panel of 
34. Then Mrs. Arnold's counsel 
scratched 12. The attorneys who are 
defending the accused woman spent all 
Wednesday afternoon and the greater 
part of the night looking into the lives 
and character of the 34 men on the 


panel. 

The 12 men left after this weeding 
out ss were called to the jury box 
by puty Sheriff Barfuse. Mrs. Ar- 
nold watched them narrowly. 

Witnesses Are Separated 

The witnesses for the State and for 
the defense were then escorted out of 
the courtroom. They were placed in 
separate rooms to await their* turns 
to testify. 

Prosecutor Jones then read the in- 
dictment charge to the jury. He fol- 
lowed this with his story of the death 
of Phelps. 

After describing how Arnold and Mrs. 
Langdon had gone into the rear room 
and found Phelps lying on the cot with 
a builet wound in his head, Prosecutor 
Jones told of how Mrs. Arnold had first 
said that Phelps committed suicide and 
had later confessed to a reporter that 
the letter supposedly from his pen talk- 
ing of suicide had been written by her, 
and that she had killed Phelps. 

He then went into a description of the 
interviews of Chief Desmond with Mrs. 
Arnold and wound up his address to 
the jury. 

Charles Noland, for the defense, told 
the jury that the evidence would show 
Mrs. Arnold to have been a morphine 
and opium fiend for years, but that it 
would be shown that she had been cured 
of the habit by physicians while she 
has been in Jail. 

He said that the evidence would show 
that Phelps had frequently talked of 
suicide, and that a Mrs. Langdon, who 
was in the house at the time, would 
testify that she was sure that the shot 
which killed Phelps could not have been 
fired by Mrs. Arnold. 

Dr. Joseph Meinhardt of the Coroner’s 
office testified that he had conducted the 
post-mortem examination and had found 
a bullet wound in the left cheek bone. 
The witness said the course of the bul- 
let was upward and backward. 

On cross-examination by Loomis John- 
son, the witness said that he had found 
the kidneys of the dead man in a ne- 
phritic condition. 

“Nephritis will make a man _ feel 
gloomy and lead him to look at life as 
through a glass—darkly?’ asked John- 
son.

witness then explained, after 
Judge Bishop asked concerning the 
meaning of the medical terms being 
used, that nephritis is another name for 
Bright’s disease. 

Mrs. Louisa Langdan testified that 
she kept a rooming-house at 10 North 
Tenth street and had met Mrs. Arnold 
there ten years ago. Se said she had 
always been on friendly terms with the 
defendant. 
Mrs. Langdon told of her visit to 
Mrs. Arnold's home on the afternoon of 
June 20. She described how she had 
talked with Mrs. Arnold in the secon- 
story front room of the house at S06 
Phelps had come into the room, offered 
them beer and then left the -oom again; 
how shortly after 5 o'clock Arnold had 
come home. 

She testified that Arnold had operated 
the graphophone for her entertainment 
while Mrs. Arnold prepared supper. She 
said that Mrs. Arnold came back into 
the room again and that just after she 
left the sound of the shot was heard 
by the witness and Arnold. 

“Arnold said he thought it was a 
Chinaman shooting firecrackers in the 
alley,”’ she said. 

‘“‘Hlow long an interval was there be- 
tween the going of Mrs. Arnold from 
the room the last time and the hearing 
of the shot?’’ asked Prosecutor Jones. 
‘Well, she had come in the room and 
put a record in the graphophone. She 
stood there listening a minute or so. 
Then she left the room. Just that sec- 
ond almost I heard the shot. 

Here the attorneys for the defense 
nodded approvingly at the State's wit- 
ness.

Hines and Jasper Church, also a near- 
by farmer, had driven by the club an 
hour before to get some cement Church 
had at the club ice. house. They had 
been hailed by Capt. Grimes and asked 
if they knew they were on a private 
road. Church explained their business 
and they were allowed to proceed. 

Capt. Grimes did not know Hines, as 
Hines had only lived in the neighbor- 
hood since August. 

Apology Is Refused. 

He was told that one of the men on 
che wagon was Hines, who had insulted 
his wife and the nuttitng party. When 
Hines and Church’ returned, Capt. 
Grimes asked Hines to apologize, and 
Hines refused, it is said. Capt. Grimes 
then began firing with a revolver. The 
first shot struck Hines in the heart. He 
was struck twice. One of the four shots 
fired struck Church in the arm. 

Capt. Grimes owes his title to his dar- 
ing as a scout, spy anid mail carrier 
while in the Confederate army.

“brigade’’ procured mounts from 
farmers and named itself the Ralls 
County Rangers. In their maneuvers 
for food they met the Salt River Tigers 
captained by an old blacksmith who had 
armed his men with knives made ot

Here the ‘“‘brigade’’ first learned that 
roll call and officers were necessary ina 
military organization. In the election of 
officers which followed Capt. Grimes 
proposed Mark Twain and he was elect- 
ed second lieutenant. The humorist re- 
plied to the honor with the following 
sreech from a log, according to Capt. 

rimes: 

“You can’t expect one of my age to 
make a speech on—this log. Well, boys, 
! thank you all for electing me your lieu. 
tenant. I'll try to do my duty and be 
square by vou all. But, hell, I can't 
make a speech for you.’’ 

Mark Twain has since written an ac- 
count of these incidents tn “The - 

Account of a Campaign That 


Grimes joined vcapt. Thomas Brace’s 
company at Paris, Mo. His war career 
then led him in campaigns through Mis- 
souri and several of the Southern Sta‘és. 

Durine one of the campaigns in Mis- 
sourt the men could receive no letters 
from home because communications had 
heen cut off by the enemy. It was then 
decided that a man should be sent into 
the country held bv the Federal forces 
to gather letters from relatives. 

A man of great couragz> and resource 
was needed and Capt. Grimes was se- 
lected to be the Confederate ma'l car- 
rier. For months he risked his life to 
carry messages from mdthers, wives 
and sweethearts to men in the Confed- 
erate Army. 


Kept Diary itn War Prison. 


Hie was captured at Springfield, Mo., 


by Curtis’ command and was placed in a 
temporary prison. He had a smal! note- 
book and in this he began the diary 
which he kept until] the end of the war. 
He still has the diary and its laconic ac- 
counts of his actions read like a war 
novel. 

After being in prison at Springfield 
three weeks he pried up a board in the 
floor and escaped March 5, 1862. He was 
recaptured two days later at Pea Ridge 
by Siegel's command. 

He was sent to St. Louls for safe 
keeping and placed tn the “Negro 
Penitentiary.” 

This prison was not thought secure 
enough and he was put on board a 
steamer bound for the more moiern 
prison at Alton. On the way there he 
broke his handcuffs. ‘um ed over- 
hoard and escaped. He went to Han- 
nibal and then returned to St. Louis, 
where he had many friends. He eluded 
fetection an! went down the river in

Fear of death seemed to be unknown 
to Capt. Grimes, for no sooner had he, 
gained liberty than he returned to the 
Confederate lines and resumed his for- 
mer duty of bearing letters aid dis- 


patches. 

Fearlessly he crossed and recrossed 
the Union lines, entering now in one 
disguise, now in another, towns and 
cities held by the enemy, where he 
mingled with men using every means 
to capture him. In Memphis, Nov. 7, 
1863. he was recognized and arrested 
and placed in the Irving Block Prison. 

His diary reads: 

“Ball and chain put on me and I 
was spiked to the floor in cellar be- 
side a man named A. B. Castor. Got 
loose, cut hole in wall. Others es- 
caped, but 1 couldn't. Very cold. Only 
two hard crackers and a piece of rot- 

iddling to eat. 
me 18. Suffering with cold. Spiked 
down so that I can only walk two 
steps to and fro. 

“Nov. 23. Thought guard out of way. 
Got loose. started for hole in far end 
of wall’ and rap against guard's bay- 
enet. I went back to my bed double 
quick. They put new irons on meé. 

‘Nov. 24. Got loose again. Grappled 
with guard, trying to tie him. Was 
caught and chained. Ball ani chain 
on both legs now. Sufferei intensely 
for fire and . Staked down th 
feet three feet apart 

“Nov. 27. Not enjoying new situa- 
tion very much. Grand search made 
by officers to find my toole. They took 
everything from our room, but I had 
three large knives, a saw and a bar of 
iron left. The officers got only one 
saw, a broken one some of the boys 
gave them just for mischief. Was 
taken before Paul Veatch.

Get Rid of Sectionalism and 
Negroes in Party, He 
Advises, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Col. William 
Youngblood of Alabama, former auditor 
in the Tréasury’ Department, and who 
has been prominent in the councils of 
the Republican party, does not hesitate 
to say that, in his opinion, the negro 
problem is the most important con- 
fronting the nation today, says the Her- 

ld. 

“Senator Tillman speaks no. idle 
words. A great danger is ahead of us,”’ 
said the Alabamian.

called experiences of his own before the 
war. Following the history of the last 
forty years, he insisted that the race 
issue and the sectional issue run on 
parallel lines. 

“The race issue, so-called,” he said, 
“is getting more violent and serious év- 
ery da'y. Many are suggesting remedies 
without considering its birth or origin. 
Prior to 1860, the Abolitionists of the 
North generated this issue. If a North- 
ern man visited slave settlements of 
the South, the slave owners were on 
the qui vive and slaves were often sus- 
pected of intention to ‘rise’ or rebel, 
and not a few were seriously punished, 
upon imaginary evidence of their. insub- 
ordination. Many times the Northern 
man was followed and driven back to 
his home. I, myself, took part in one 
of these escapades, 

An Episode of His Youth, 

‘“‘While a student at one of the South 
Carolina colleges in 1860, a man named 
Anderson was Sent by his paper, the 
New York Sun.or World, I do not re- 
member which, into the State to report 
the secession sentiment then in a flame. 


His questionings of the negroes around 
his hotel led up to a suspicion that he 
was an abolitionist, whose mission was 
to stir the slaves to rebellion. A closed 
door meeting of the townsmen was held 
to take action, a vigilance committee 
was organized, and sent up the mount- 
ain road to meet this so-called aboli- 
tionist, and give him such a treatment 
or ‘bull's-dose’ that he would not tarry 
or let the grass grow under his feet un- 
til he was back in New York City. It 
was fun for us boys, but terror to the 
tourist. We met him at a little place, 
Marietta, 15 miles above Greenville, as 
he was returning from Caesar’s Hill, 
where he had gone with a livery team 
and slave-driver, for pleasure and sight- 
seeing. About a dozen of us corralled 
him and took him to a local doctor’s 
office, to question and to advise him 
how to get away. It was night. The se- 
cession leaders had erected near-by, a- 
flagpole. This tourist, in his fright and 
dim darkness, imagin it & gallows, 
erected for his especial b After 
holding him in terror for an hour, he 
was told to go, and not let the sun rise 
om him in that section. He had 15 miles 
to travel in. private conveyance: he 
made all necessary pledges. His driver 
afterward stated that the horses could 
not travel fast enough to suit him. He 
made Greenville in time to catch the 5 
a. m. train for Columbia, making close 
connection with Northern-bound trains. 

‘We heard no more of our friend 
Anderson until after he reached New 
York, from which place he sent back 
to us a write-up of. his. adventure, in 
which he stated that a long, siim stu- 
dent from Alabama wanted to hang 
him at all hazards. As I am that Ala- 
bama student, I want to assure our 
friend Anderson, even at this late date, 
if he be living, that nothing was furth- 
er from me.- My -sole purpose was to 
frighten him beyond the Mason and 
Dixon’s' line. 

Origin of the Race Issue. 

“The slaves looked on these proceed- 
ings throughout ‘the South with fear and 
trembling and secret hopes, while the 
slaveholders became more and more 
alarmed and watchful, hence became | 
suspicious and distrustful of the’ negroes 
and their abolitionist friends.
